Claim 1 is objected to because "the other" on line 5, "the longitudinal direction" on 
line 11, "the adjustment", "the field", and "the region" on line 13, lack antecedent basis. 

Claim 1 is objected to because "preferably" (line 4) is indefinite. See MPEP 
2173.05 

Claim 2 is objected to because "characterized in that" is repeated. 
Claim 8 is objected to for grammatical reasons; it appears that text is missing. 
Claim 10 is objected to for grammatical reasons because on line 3, "the or" 
should be deleted. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, " the lighting means 
and the reflectors (11,14) being offset from the center axis (18) and/or arranged at an 
angle to each other" as required by Claims 5 and 1 1 , must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

Regarding Claim 1 , prior art does not teach or show a reflector arrangement 
comprising a first reflector and a second reflector (14) which is arranged inside the first 
reflector (11), two lighting means arranged one behind the other and with a focusing unit 
that is slidable axially in a longitudinal direction at the center axis (18) wherein the 
second reflector (14) is arranged in the region of the lighting means (13) on the focusing 
unit (22). 


Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Thomas discloses a reflector arrangement comprising a first and 
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second reflector wherein the inner reflector is longitudinally adjusted along the central 
axis. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213.
